tent in Eu . People there have no visiole manil-
festation of the power of the United States. What
this Government accomplishes there 18 mainly
through neval influspces. In the event of war, or a
sudden emerﬁncr calling for prompt action, our
ships would uselesaly sacriticed, or obiged to
find safety in peutral porta.  The general distarbed
coudition of Europe should to a great exteot give
the carryiog trade of the world (0 Awmerican ves-
sels, Commeres sbhorld be given the protécelon
which its lmportanee demands. The country may
rajge an army by proclamation in afew weeks, bat
it requires years to bulld ships for an elicient navy,
such a one as the wants of this country already
and prospectivelv require. With regard to the
